I could use some advice here guys - I've struggled with a lack of 
sensitivity on 28 on my Argo 515 for a long time, and tried various 
things - none of which have made much difference. The symptoms are : 


S9 meter reading 

Band Microvolts 
3.5 66 

7 66 


14 24 
21 19 
28 150 


In other words - deaf receiver on 10. I suspect that the 9Mhz IF trap 
(c2/t3) on the front end board is causing "Suck out" on its 3rd harmonic 
which is just about on 28. Has anyone else got this problem ? I could 
put in some reed switching to remove the trap on 10 m, but this is major 
surgery, and may not be the appropriate cure anyway. 


While I'm at it - I might as well tell you about an instability problem 
which took a long time and some pain to cure. There were frequency jumps 
of a few 100 Hz on all bands, linked in some way to the bandswitch 
(wiggle it and the freq jumped about). The odd bit was that every time I 
took the thing to bits and reassembled it, the fault would be clear for a 
few months. Then it would be back. I tried some likely sounding cures 
which I picked up from QST and other places, none of which made a long 
term difference. To cut a loooong story short - it turned out to be the 
sib contact on the vfo board which sideswipes the vfo to avoid a birdy 
on 10 and 15. The tiny changes in contact resistance were enough to cause 
bias changes to the varactor, enough to cause QRH reports. The final cure 
was to short out the contacts on the swich (R22 to ground permanaently). 
This has completely fixed it. If your Argo does the same, mail me direct 
- I can give more details.

As the owner of a DX-380 (aka Sangean ATS-808, and a handful of other 
aliases) - it's a great radio for general SWLing, especially when I 
travel, since it fits easily in my luggage. It has been to 4 countries 


with me, and travelled 10s of thousands of kilometres. 


For ham use it needs a BFO desperately, but buying a DX-390 for the 
purpose is not something I'd recommend - it's a lot more money for a 
BFO in a radio that doesn't otherwise perform as well. My plan (now 
that the radio is off warranty :-) is an external synchronous-cum- 
product detector, like the one that was in QST in 1993. Frequency 
stability is not an issue, but the 1 kHz tuning steps will be for Cw, 
and especially for SSB. The synthesizer phase noise and image 
rejection are not up to the most demanding standards, but fine for 
what you pay for the radio. The "narrow" bandpass is very wide for 
anything other than AM - but once you have a product detector audio 
filtering works almost as well as IF filtering...and audio filters are 
fine construction projects! 


If the radio doesn't need to be all that portable, I agree with others 
on the list: buy an older used communications receiver, like the FRG-7 
I bought at a flea market last year (look in the February magazines - 
hint hint :-). It's fairly light, but kinda bulky for portable 
operation.
